Am a little broke off here from the 
Thread of publick Affairs, to give you 

2 Inftances of generous Honefty in the 
World, a Thing fo {carce in our Part of the 
World, that I muft be excus’d to tell you, I 
think my felf bound to pay theAcknowledg- 
ment, without Refpeét to the Perfon, Per- 
fwation or Opinion of the Perfon concern’d. 
Nor fhall 1 {cruple to.own, that the Per- 
fon, one of thefe Stories relates to, being; 
a Papift, is no Manner of Objection to me, 
why I fhould not acknowledge an Aétion 
done by him, that merits both Admiration 
and Imitation ; but I make this fhort Ar- 
gument from it— If he being a Papift has 
done an A@tion, which thou O Proteftant 
canft not boaft of, let that Religion thou 
profeffeft, and which thou fo much boafts 


of, be fhown, by imitating the like Honefty; 
for let our Pretences to Religion be what 
they will, tho’ Honefty is not Religion, yet 
there can be no Religion without it ; and if 
a Pepift here thal fhame a Proteftane, I cani- 
not help it—I never offer’d to fay, a Papift 
could not be an honeft Man; I think, both 
Papift and profels’d Facobite to be much ho- 
nefter than a Revolution Oath-taking Feco- 
bite, who againft his Principles takes the 
Oaths, and abjures his Friends, and then @ 
gainft his Oaths purfues his Principles, anes 
betrays his Country; but that by the by, ag 
to his ‘Honefty in Politicks ————-We are 
now upon another Sort of Honefty, and m 
two Inftances are remarkable enough. 
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J had for two Years together, as was to 
be {een in the Courfe of thefe Papers, a con- 
fiderableSum of Money committed to my 
Care by a Gentleman, wha, tho’ hetrufted 
me wich his Money, never would venture to 
truft me with bis Name, ner to this Day 
have I the leaft-Guefs or Room co imagine, 
who the Perfom is from whom I receiv’d Jit. 

The Dire@ions I receiv’d, in order to 
the Difpofal of his Money, was to diftribute 
it in Charity to fuch poor Families, who 
being decay’d and reduced, numerous in 
Ghildren, and in Want of Subfiftance, or 
otherwife being in Diftrefs, appear’d to be 
real Objeéts of Charity aad Compaffion. 
This Man of generous and true Chriftian, 
Charity was fo far from letting his Right: 
Hand know what his Left-Hland did, that 
he not-ewly would not tefl me his Name, 
but would never receive or order any Body 
elfe to receive for him, cr dire@& me how-to 
fend to him an Account how I had diftribu- 
ted his (aid Money, tho’ in Print I follicited 
him to do it. 

Whethee ny Abfence from England has 
obftruéted the Continuarice of his Charity of 
not, I know not, f hope, it has only caufed it 
to run in fome other Channel—- However as 
Yaéted his faithful Almoner in the Cafe, and 
not only disburs’d every Peany of his Mo- 
ney, and more too,. which his generous 
Example led others to joyn to it; (0,1 
think my lelf bound to acquaint the World 
and this Gentleman of one Confequence of
